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Two Brampton teens are 
under arrest in connection 
with a pair of brazen rob- 
beries. 

Peel Police revealed 
Wednesday that charges 
have been laid in connec- 
tion with the incidents, the 
first of which occurred last 
Thursday (Aug. 5) in the 
Davenhill Road area, when 
a 44 year-old Brampton 
woman was threatened by a 
15 year-old suspect who 
forcibly removed her from 
her vehicle, threatened her 
with a knife and took her 
vehicle. 

On Tuesday (Aug. 10), au- 
thorities learned of a sec- 
ond incident, which 
occurred around 2 p.m. in 
the Derry and Mavis Road 
y area in Mississauga, near 

the city’s north end. 
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A knife and pellet gun recovered by police in connection with a pair of robberies that took place in Brampton and 
Mississauga this past week — two Brampton teens are charged in connection with the robberies. (Peel Police) 


Police say the suspect in- 
volved in the first robbery, 
along with three others, ap- 
proached a 53-year old 
woman in her driveway, 
using the same _ vehicle 
stolen during the Aug. 5 in- 
cident, and “violently” took 
her purse. 

Police later arrested the 
four suspects, who were 
travelling in the vehicle, 
and recovered the stolen 
property, along with a knife 
and pellet gun. 

Neither victim was seri- 
ously injured during the in- 
cidents. 

The 15 year-old suspect, 
who cannot be identified 
under the Youth Criminal 
Justice Act, was charged 
with two counts of robbery, 
two counts of disguise with 
intent, one count of utter- 
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ing threats and one count 
of possessing stolen prop- 
erty, while the 16 year-old 
suspect was charged with 
count each of the robbery, 
disguise and _ possession 
charges. 

22 year-old Masih Mo- 
hamed, of Markham, and 
22 year-old Derrell Capri- 
etta, of Whitby, were each 
charged with one count of 
robbery, disguise with in- 
tent and possession of 
stolen property. 

The suspects appeared in 
Brampton court for a bail 
hearing on Wednesday 
morning.

Proof of vacci- 
nation to travel 
across interna- 
tional borders is 
in the works, the 
federal govern- 
ment confirmed 
Wednesday 
evening. 

Minister of Im- 
migration and 
Citizenship 
Marco Mendo- 
cino confirmed 
that the _ feds 
were looking to 
roll out a pro- 
posed “vaccine 
passport,” which 
would require 
travelers to sub- 
mit vaccine doc- 
umentation 
through a mobile 
app or website, 
in time for the 
fall, and that it 
would be work- 


ing with 
provinces and 
territories to 


oversee the de- 
velopment of the 


program. 
eee the pro- 
ose rogram, 
which ene 
only targeted for 
international 
travellers, a 
“passport” would 
include details of 
the holder’s vac- 
cination history, 
including the 
date of each shot 
and type of vac- 
cine used. 
“Having an in- 
ternationally- 
recognized proof 
of vaccination 
credentials, we 
think is essential 
for Canadians 
who want. to 
safely resume in- 
ternational travel 
when it’s appro- 
priate to do so,” 
said Minister of 
Intergovernmen- 
tal Affairs Do- 
minic LeBlanc in 
an online an- 
nouncement 


Wednesday. 

However, ques- 
tions involving 
the efficacy of 
the vaccines re- 
lated to the Delta 
variant, differ- 
ences between 
each _ province’s 
potential rollout 
of their own 
passports and a 
proposed time- 
line were not ad- 
dressed, with 
ministers stating 
the recommen- 
dation for the 
passport was 
made on the ad- 
vice of public 
health units. 
Currently, 62 
per cent of Cana- 
dians have re- 
ceived both 
doses of a 
COVID-19_ vac- 
cine, while 62 
per cent have re- 
ceived at least 
one dose. 

“Our work with 


the provinces 
and territories to 
provide a consis- 
tent proof of vac- 
cination is a key 
step forward in 
ensuring Canadi- 
ans will have the 
documents they 
need once it is 


safe to travel 
again,” Mendo- 
cino said. 

The news 


comes as Pear- 
son Airport and

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Former Premier Davis leaves behind strong legacy STAY IN

The forefather of Peel 
Region will leave his 
mark for many years to 
come. 

Former Ontario pre- 
mier William Davis 
passed away Sunday 
morning at the age of 
92, bringing to an end 
an extraordinary and 
colourful life that saw 
him shape the founda- 
tion of both local and 
provincial politics in 
Ontario. 

Davis was a Canadian 
politician who served as 
the 18th Premier of On- 
tario from 1971 to 1985, 
and is credited with 
shaping many facets of 
the province, including 
funding for the Catholic 
school system, the cre- 
ation of both post-sec- 
ondary institutions and 
a dedicated public 
broadcaster (TVOn- 
tario), a key role in the 
formation of Canada’s 
Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms, and many 
more successes in the 
public sphere. 

First elected in the 
Peel riding as a rookie 
MPP in 1959, Davis 
eventually succeeded 
former Premier John 
Robarts and led the 
Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party to high ap- 
proval numbers and 
four terms in the role of 
Premier until his resig- 
nation in 1985. 

“Bill Davis taught me 
about decency. He gov- 
erned minority parlia- 
ments with success by 
understanding that 
there is no monopoly 
on a_ good idea,” 
Brampton Mayor 
Patrick Brown said in a 
tribute earlier this 
week. 

“While I was in 
provincial politics, Bill 
Davis’ counsel was the 
one I courted most. In 
2016, I was kindly in- 
vited to visit the former 
Premier at his cottage 
in Honey Harbour. His 
advice, insights and 
thoughts are a national 
treasure. He once 
called me because I was 
too partisan in Ques- 
tion Period attacking a 
Liberal scandal. He re- 
minded me to be more 
generous. 


Davis governed with 
honesty, and he was 
principled in his leader- 
ship. He earned the re- 
spect of all Ontarians. 
When I faced adversity 
in politics, Bill Davis 
told me to keep my chin 
up, who attended my 
wedding and lent me 
his confidence and sup- 
port in my Mayoral 
election campaign. I 
likely would not be in 
public office today 
without his unwavering 
friendship,” Brown 
said. 

Davis was awarded 
with the Key to the City 
of Brampton in Nov. 
2019, with friends, po- 
litical leaders and fam- 
ily members gathering 
to recognize his legacy. 

“He built modern-day 
Ontario as we know 
it.... and he was an ex- 
traordinary person who 
will be greatly missed 
in our country,” Brown 
said. 

In a 2012 edition, the 
Institute for Research 
on Public Policy's mag- 
azine, Policy Options, 
named Davis the sec- 
ond-best Canadian Pre- 
mier of the last forty 
years, beaten only by 
Peter Lougheed. 

Born in Toronto to 


Vera and Albert 
Grenville Davis — the 
latter, a successful 


lawyer who would have 
a courthouse in Bramp- 
ton named in his hon- 
our — Davis was 
politically active from a 
young age. Local Pro- 
gressive Conservative 
Member of Parliament 
(MP) Gordon Graydon 
was a frequent guest at 
his parents' house, and 
Davis himself became 
the first delegate 
younger than seventeen 
years to attend a na- 
tional Progressive Con- 
servative convention in 
Canada. 

He frequently cam- 

aigned for local Mem- 

er of Provincial 
Parliament (MPP) 
Thomas Laird Kennedy, 


who briefly served as 
Premier of Ontario in 
1949. He graduated 


from the University of 
Toronto in 1951 and at- 
tended Osgoode Hall 


Law School. A football 
player during his uni- 
versity years, his team- 
mates included Roy 
McMurtry and Thomas 
Leonard Wells, both of 
whom would later serve 
in his cabinet. 

Davis was first elected 
to the Legislative As- 
sembly of Ontario in 
the 1959 _ provincial 
election for the south- 
ern Ontario con- 
stituency of Peel. He 
was only 29 years old. 
Although Peel was an 
extremely safe Conser- 
vative seat for most of 
its history, Davis won 
by a narrow 1,203 
votes. He would later 
serve for two years as a 
backbench supporter of 
Leslie Frost's govern- 
ment. 

In Oct 1962, Davis 
was appointed to Pre- 
mier John _ Robarts' 
cabinet as Minister of 
Education and was re- 
elected by a greatly in- 
creased margin in the 
1963 provincial elec- 
tion. He was given ad- 
ditional responsibilities 
as Ontario's Minister of 
University Affairs on 
May 14, 1964 and held 
both portfolios until 
1971. 

He soon developed a 
reputation as a strongly 
interventionist minister 
and oversaw a dramatic 
increase in education 
expenditures through- 
out the 1960s; educa- 
tion spending in 
Ontario grew by 454 
per cent between 1962 
and 1971). He estab- 
lished many new public 
schools, often in cen- 
tralized locations, to ac- 
commodate larger 
numbers of students. 

Davis also undertook 
dramatically and, at the 
time, controversial re- 
visions of Ontario's 
outdated and _ ineffi- 
cient school board sys- 
tem. 

Davis established new 
public universities as 
ministers, including 
Trent University and 
Brock University, and 
established the 
province's community 
college system. His 
handling of the educa- 
tion portfolio made him 
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a high-profile minister, 
and there was little sur- 
prise when he entered 
the leadership contest 
to succeed Robarts in 
1971, and ascended to 
the Premiership shortly 
afterwards. 

Davis was succeeded 
by Frank Miller, who 
was elected leader at a 
Jan. 1985 leadership 
convention over Larry 
Grossman (who was 
widely considered the 
successor to Davis and 
his Big Blue Machine). 
Although Miller was 
more conservative, the 
Progressive Conserva- 
tives still held a signifi- 
cant lead over the 
opposition when the 
election was called. 

However, after a poor 
campaign and contro- 
versy over Catholic 
school funding, in the 
1985 provincial elec- 
tion, they were reduced 
to a minority govern- 
ment and lost the popu- 
lar vote to the Liberal 
Party, and were soon 
defeated in a motion of 
nonconfidence by a 
Liberal-NDP accord, 
ending the party's 42- 
year period of rule over 
the province. 

Unlike most provin- 
cial premiers in 
Canada, Davis strongly 
supported Prime Minis- 
ter Pierre Trudeau's 
1981 plans to patriate 
the Canadian Constitu- 
tion from the United 
Kingdom and add to it a 
Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. 

On Oct. 24, 2006, 
Davis received Seneca 
College's first Honorary 
degree, where he was 
presented with an Hon- 
orary Bachelor of Ap- 
plied Studies. "Bill 
Davis should receive 
Seneca's first honorary 
degree," said Dr. Rick 
Miner, President of 
Seneca College. 

"As one of the archi- 
tects of the college sys- 
tem in Ontario, he is 
responsible for a dy- 
namic post-secondary 
education environment 
which continues to be a 
pillar of our province's 
economy." 
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Where is the self-proclaimed “feminist government” when you need them?

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Trudeau and the Liberals want to strike while the iron is hot

Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau’s mi- 
nority government 
could seek dissolu- 
tion in the coming 
days or weeks. 

It will be pretty 
tempting for them to 
do so. They are, after 
all, ahead in the polls 
and could well re- 
gain their majority. 

There are excep- 
tions, of course. 
They are at the two- 
year point in the cur- 
rent Parliament, and 
minority govern- 
ments typically don't 
run much _ longer 
without their vote. 

The ramping up of 
the vaccine program, 
COVID-19 benefits 
for Canadians and 
an anticipated end to 
the pandemic would 
likely bolster their 
prospects. 

The irony is that 
Trudeau and _ the 
Liberals want to 
strike while the iron 
is hot, but calling a 
general election 
could backfire. Forc- 
ing people to the 
polls before the pan- 
demic is under con- 
trol could upset 
voters and change 
the outcome. 

Also, as we've seen 
in Canada and the 
U.S., polls don't al- 
ways tell the true 
story. 

The Conservatives 
are indeed looking 
for an election and 
even being down in 
the polls; they can't 
afford to be seen 
propping up a gov- 
ernment they 
roundly criticize. 

The NDP and Bloc 
Quebecois are not in 
a strong position in 
the polls or finances 


and probably won't 
support such an ini- 
tiative. 

Trudeau has been 
campaigning for 
months. With the 
Liberals’ stability in 
the polls, they'll 
want to regain the 
parliamentary ma- 
jority. Being in a mi- 
nority position and 
relying on opposi- 
tion votes isn't ideal 
for any government 
that has little inter- 
est in compromise. 

Trudeau seems to 
think he can win. He 
wants a majority, but 
with the NDP or Bloc 
voting with him con- 
stantly, he can do 
whatever he pretty 
much wants. 

All PMs want a ma- 
jority, and he wants 
to get it before we 
wake up to summer 
with very little social 
interaction with the 
U.S. board and going 
back to business as 
usual. 

There is probably 
no country in the 
world where every- 
one dislikes or likes 
their leader. 

Trudeau is proba- 
bly the middle of the 
pack of the fourth 
wave as for Cana- 
dian health officials. 
In recent history, 
he's one of the cur- 
rent trends of lead- 
ers whose party is 
never likely to 
achieve a majority of 
the votes cast. 

If memory serves 
me well, the last was 
Brian Mulroney. But 
even with Mulroney, 
the honeymoon did- 
n't last. 

By the time he fin- 
ished his second 
term, he was one of 
the least popular 
PMs in Canadian 


history, and he is di- 
rectly responsible for 
his party being de- 
stroyed at the polls 
and almost wiped off 
the electoral map. 


ASK A POOL EXPER Too 


It's hard to evalu- 
ate Trudeau while 
he's still in power, 
but if he wins the 
next majority, it de- 
pends on if he's re- 
ally going to pull the 
trigger for election, 
he'll have cemented 
himself a place in 
Canadian politics as 
one of the ones who 
won three elections. 

That would place 
him well above any 
recent politician, in- 
cluding Harper, 
Mulroney, Martin 
and others. Mean- 
while, Trudeau's fa- 
ther and Jean 
Chretien remained 
popular long after 
they left politics. In 
fact, his father was 
the longest served, 
15 years in total. 

If Canada went to 
the polls tomorrow, 
Trudeau's Liberals 
under his leadership 
would be virtually 
guaranteed to form 
the government 
again. 

Trudeau, person- 
ally, might not be the 
first pick for all 
Canadians, but he's 
the first pick of more 
of them than any 
other leader by a 
long shot. 

The combination 
suggests that Cana- 
dians are just fine 
with him as PM. The 
ones who dislike him 
are too few in num- 
ber and spread their 
dislike across other 
leaders. 

You can't imagine, 
for example, the cur- 
rent Conservatives 
not reserving equal 
vitriol for Jagmeet or 
Annamie Paul, 
should they, by some 
absurdist cosmic 
prank, become PM. 

In fact, I shudder 
to think of the treat- 
ment Paul would get 
from the Conserva- 
tive base as a Black, 
Jewish woman of 
colour who keeps 


her hair cropped 
short. 

(Of course, her 
leadership is now 
under review, and 
she may be turfed, 
having had one of 
only three Green 
MPs sensibly cross 
the floor and not 
holding a seat her- 
self. The long 
wooden daggers are 
out for Annamie.) 

As the regional as- 
sessment shows, it's 
only Alberta where 
there are absurd lev- 
els of anti-Liberal 
sentiment. 

They are thrashing 
through the death 
throes of the fossil 
fuel dinosaur indus- 
try they love, so the 
degree of conserva- 
tive grievance there 
is off the charts. 

Many  in_ the 
province, and cer- 
tainly a majority of 
the Conservatives 
there, hate him for 
his father's National 
Energy Program, 
something that they 
are clamouring for 
now, incidentally, 
not that they would 
ever be able to un- 
derstand that. 

Personally, I think 
he's doing just fine 
in an absurdly diffi- 
cult period, with 
COVID, the recovery 
from the Great Re- 
cession, climate 
change and the chal- 
lenges of racism, as 
well as Muslim at- 
tacks all making 
leadership difficult 
over the six years of 
his time in the PM 
hot seat. 

His party, of which 
he's the leader, was 
elected to the gov- 
ernment role, so that 
means a simple ma- 
jority of voting Cana- 
dians elected him as 
Prime Minister of 
Canada, so by defini- 
tion, he deserves the 
position. 

And currently, be- 


cause of his govern- 
ment's not perfect 
but quite good per- 
formances on sev- 
eral issues over the 
last few years, his 
government is pol- 
ing well and being 
strong enough to 
form a majority gov- 
ernment in the next 
election. 

Personally, I am 
satisfied with most 
of his positions and 
work so far. 

There are huge is- 
sues in Canada that 
require resolution 
and commitment to 
take steps to prob- 
lem solve. 

Some of these is- 
sues are not top of 
mind or 'sexy' but 
are crucial to the 
health and democ- 
racy of Canada and 
have been neglected 
by previous govern- 
ments and this one 
as well. They must 
be tackled, and 
progress made as 
soon as possible. 

Although the NDP 
party is becoming 
more assertive, there 
also seems to be lit- 
tle competent or vi- 
able opposition to 
the current govern- 
ment. 

Canadians are not 
impressed with the 
current trend of 
finding or creating 
negative press on 
every government 
statement and action 
instead of presenting 
constructive and al- 
ternative approaches 
to problems and 
plans. 

The current trend 
from the _ political 
right is to enflame 
divisions among the 
population through 
exaggeration and 
disinformation is a 
concern and not an 
attractive strategy 
for achieving politi- 
cal office in Canada. 

Trudeau has a 
shallow virtue sig- 


nalling facade, and 
pretends to be a fem- 
inist and a protector 
of the native popula- 
tion, but is neither. 
He leans so far to the 
left he has out- 
flanked the tradi- 
t i oon a 
self-proclaimed so- 
cialist parties so far; 
they don't know 
which way to turn 
anymore. 

He has apologized 
for historical issues 
(viewed in retrospect 
through the eyes of a 
“woke” voter) so 
many times we have 
lost count. 

His B-grade acting 
skills come in handy 
as he enjoys dressing 
up in everything 
from blackface to a 
Chief's headdress. 
Conversely, he never 
apologizes for his 
own screw-ups. He 
has broken more 
ethical rules than 
any other leader in 
Canadian history. 

He is well on his 
way to outspending 
most of the leaders 
that have proceeded 
him combined. He 
continues to crush 
Canada's energy in- 
dustry, regardless if 
it is the country’s 
largest profit center. 
He cranked up taxes 
while everyone is 
locked at home dur- 
ing the pandemic 
without work. 

Trudeau couldn't 
have got a job asa 
parliamentary page 
if his last name was- 
n't Trudeau. 

He is busy throw- 
ing more of the pub- 
lic's money around 
now that an election 
approaches, just to 
make sure all his 
government depen- 
dants remember 
where their bread is 
buttered. Unfortu- 
nately, he has no op- 
position, so even he 
can win again; it's 
four more years.

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$1.9m in fed funding to boost key GO corridor

Commuters in the 
Dixie and 
Cooksville area will 
benefit from all- 
day, two-way GO 
service on one of its 
busiest corridors, 
the federal govern- 
ment announced 
Tuesday. 

The funding com- 
mitment, part of a 
$1.9 billion pack- 
age delivered 
through the Na- 
tional Trade Corri- 
dors Fund outlined 
in this year’s fed- 
eral budect — will 
see the feds fund 
“up to 50 per cent 
for the enhance- 
ment of passenger 
rail service” on the 
Milton GO line. 

The funding aims 
to help boost tran- 
sit time and im- 
prove efficiency for 
one of Peel’s most- 
frequented routes. 

Though no time- 
line was an- 
nounced for the 
project, federal 


representatives 
said the funding 


will help alleviate a 
transit “bottleneck” 
in the GTA and 
support “increased 
capacity for freight 
service.” 

“I'm confident we 
can develop a 
strong investment 
plan to deliver real 
results for business 
and commuters in 
the Greater 
Toronto and 
Hamilton area," 
said Minister of 
Transport and Mis- 
sissauga-Centre 
MP Omar Al- 
ghabra. 

The transit line, 
which cuts through 
Mississauga and 
sees more than 
30,000 commuters 
travel along it each 
day, according to 
federal representa- 
tives, also serves as 
a major route for 
freight trains. 

The Milton line 
has long been the 
focus of proposed 
expansion efforts, 
with plans dating 
back as far as 2008 


by the province to 
boost express rail 
service and allevi- 
ate traffic conges- 
tion, though delays 
in implementation 
of planning goals 
and other factors 
have stalled those 
plans over the past 
decade. 


Milton MP Adam 
van Koeverden re- 
ferred to the ex- 
pansion as an 
“absolute neces- 
sity,” noting — that 
he has heard the 
need for improved 
service from his 
own residents. 


“Measured and 


lasting public tran- 
sit investments are 
the basis for build- 
ing _ sustainable, 


modern cities.. this 
is a huge step in 
connecting Milton 
to the rest of the 
GTA and keeping 
our people moving, 
forward," said van 


Koeverden. 

Project _ details 
have not been fi- 
nalized, Alghabra 
told other outlets, 
ee the expan- 
sion for the Milton 
line is expected to 
cost around $1 bil- 
lion.

“Owen Sound”. 

We would like to 
reassure Brampton 
fans and supporters 
that as of right now, 
the Ontario Lacrosse 
Association (OLA) 


has not approved 
the sale or move of 
the Brampton Major 
Excelsiors. 

As the Governing 
body of the MSL, the 
OLA has the author- 
ity to approve or dis- 
approve the sale 
and/or move of any 
franchise. 


In our view, having 
“Owen Sound” com- 
pete in the Major Se- 
ries Classic is 
nothing more than a 
back handed bully- 
ing tactic. 

An attempt by 
those who want the 
approval pushed 
through to convince 
the public that it is 
finalized and there is 
nothing more to be 
done. We want to 
stress that this is not 
the case. 

We cannot say for 
sure that the OLA 
will block the move, 
but as of right now, 
the team is still the 
Brampton Major Ex- 


celsiors. 

Our stance is firm 
that until such a 
time as the OLA 
Board of Directors 
votes on the sale and 
move, the Major Ex- 
celsiors still reside in 


Brampton and 
should be competing 
as such. 


Since the event 
was announced last 
week, the OLA has 
remained silent on 
the issue. As they are 
the governing body 
over Major Series 
Lacrosse and_ re- 
sponsible for over- 
seeing that the 
league follows regu- 
lations, we hope to 
see some sort of in- 
tervention to stop 
this, or at the very 
least an official 
statement on the 
issue. 

We urge our sup- 
porters to continue 
watching for any 
such statements 
from the OLA or 
from the Excelsiors 


Lacrosse Legacy As- 
sociation (ELLA). 

When a decision is 
made, we will notify 
everyone of it 
promptly. 

The ELLA has 
done our research, 
we have reviewed 
statements, con- 
tracts, constitutions 
and sought all possi- 
ble legal and lawful 
options. 

We are confident 
in our opinion that 
the sale of the Ma- 
jors was carried out 
illegally. In April, we 
have presented this 
case to the OLA, and 
other relevant par- 
ties, and we hope 
they agree. How- 
ever, for now, all 
sides of this debate 
are awaiting their 
vote and subsequent 
announcement. 

In the interim, we 
are proceeding with 
the understanding 
that the team re- 
mains the Brampton 
Excelsiors. 


This team is part of 
our history. We have 
played, coached, vol- 
unteered and given 
our hearts to the Ex- 
celsiors. This is not 
just another team 
moving in and out of 
our city. 

This team is en- 
twined in the history 
of Brampton and we 
have built families 
around it. 

No one in the 
ELLA is in any way 
opposed to a Major 
Series franchise 
being put in Owen 
Sound. In fact, we 
would be happy to 
see and support it, 
because their fans 
deserve it. 

But this is not how 
to make it happen. 

Ripping something 
this important away 
from a community 
with no input from 
the |= membership 
should not be what 
anyone wants. 

Lastly, we want to 
wish all the mem- 


bers of the Excel- 
siors family compet- 
ing in the Major 
Series Classic all the 
best. 

We hold no ill will 
against those who 
choose to play for 
any of the teams in 
this event. We want 
to see those athletes 
who have grown up 
in maroon and gold 
or come to play for 
Brampton later in 
their careers succeed 
to their fullest po- 
tential. 

Despite our 
qualms with the 
league, there is no 
denying that it is 
some of the best 
lacrosse in the world 
and we will not fault 
anyone for grabbing 
a chance to play at 
that level.

With this series of 
workshops and espe- 
cially during the sum- 
mer month, we 
arranged a field trip 
to Sherwood Mort- 
gage Group in 
Toronto on July 27. 
In this way, stu- 
dents would learn 
first-hand, some 
practical instructions 
on the Mortgage 
Business, add to the 
knowledge gained 
from their virtual ses- 
sions on financial lit- 
eracy, and have some 
fun with each other 
outside the virtual 
setting that they have 
been sequestered to 


all summer. 

As arranged, all met 
at Square One and 
once all the adminis- 
trative safety proce- 
dures and_ other 

rotocols were fol- 
owed, we all boarded 
a chartered bus for 
our destination. 

At Sherwood Mort- 
gage, we were met by 
their CEO and Presi- 
dent, Mr. Anthony 
Contento, who 
greeted the partici- 
pants and took them 
inside where there 
were goodie bags, 
snacks, and refresh- 
ments. 

The staff members 
were all welcoming, 
well-organized, and 
competent which en- 
abled maximum pro- 
ductivity with 


minimum waste of 


time. 

Mr. Contento called 
the session to order, 
and recalled his time 
growing up in Italy 
and his ultimate mi- 
gration with his fam- 
ily to Canada in 1973. 

He spoke of the

eral, and 


Condition) and 
stressing how ade- 
quate financial plan- 
ning and _ financial 


management can 
lead to homeowner- 
ship. 


This was an excel- 
lent learning experi- 
ence for the students, 
and they were all 
amazed at the out- 
come of the trip. 
Some of the students 
were kind enough to 
share the following 
feedback:

“Great day today” 
was my thought at 
the end of the day, 
Saturday, July 30th. 

A “Call 4 Kindness” 
group set up at Dun- 
das and Shepard and 
gave out a terrific 
amount of food to 
those in need. At the 
end of the day, They 
filled the Free Food 
table and witnessed 
how fast it emptied. 

Another group 
from one of the local 
grocery stores filled 
the tables again. 

Many people were 
helped today. 
Thanks so much for 
the kindness of so 
many people. Please 
believe that you do 
make a difference. 

Wednesday morn- 
ing, I found two peo- 
ple in the covered 
parking behind a 
mall. The gentleman 
had three chairs to- 
gether for a bed and 
the lady was on a 
piece of cardboard 
on the concrete floor. 
I left them water and 
some of (my wife) 
Shirley’s egg sand- 
wiches and some 
bars. 

On Friday morn- 
ing, I found the same 
lady at that spot 


rolled up in blankets 
on the concrete floor. 
I asked her where 
her man was, and 
she said he died in 
his sleep the night 
before. 

She had her be- 
longings on a shop- 
ping cart which was 
only half full, which 
indicated to me that 
she had not been on 
the street for long. 

I didn’t try to go 
into detail and sug- 
gested she call the 
Central Street Intake 
line (905-450-1996), 
and if they would not 
help, then call the 
Street Helpline )1- 
877-848-8481). I left 
her my card with the 
numbers and _ told 
her if it didn’t work 
out to call myself or 
Shirley. I also left 
her a_ sandwich, 
apple sauce, cookies 
and water. 

On Wednesday, as 
I was filling the table 
on King Street, a 
gentleman ap- 
proached me _ with 
money in his hand. 
He was one of the 
homeless people liv- 
ing on the street who 
we have been serving 
for months. 

He passed me $15. 


I said: “Hey I don’t 
want your money. 
Keep it, you need it.” 
He answered: “I got 
my cheque today and 
that was left over and 
I want you to have 
it.” 

Unfortunately, his 
cheque is not big 
enough to cover 
room rent and food 
both, so he chooses 
the street as so many 
others do. 

If only people 
would realize how 
much goodness and 
kindness there is in 
homeless people liv- 
ing on the street and 
learning to share 
with each other. The 
communities have 
the resources to do 
more. They just need 
the will to do it - to 
do what is right and 
just. The libraries re- 
opening will be some 
help. 

The homeless still 
exist, but are scat- 
tered more than last 
year as the “powers 
that be” try to think 
they have disap- 
peared. However, 
they have not disap- 
peared and _ need 
help and especially 
water in this warm 
weather.”
